Good fine dairy salt shovld be used 
nnd never the common coarse barrel 
salt that is used by many, The salting 
may be done in the churn when the 
butter is in the granular form if it is 
a box or barrel churn, The salt can 
be sifted on the butter by putting sn a 
pant, then revolving the churn haifway 
over, thus muking the butter fall with 
the salted side down, then sifting on 
the rest of the sult. Then revolve the

Jaudy Lures by Which Salmon anv’ 
Trout Are Fooled. 

No one except a fisherman or a fly 
fesser has the faintest couception of 
the enormous variety of materiais used 
(a the manufacture of files, especially 
salion ties. 

Trout ties nre made to resemble va- 
tious real insects, but salmun files 
hive uo likeness to anything that ins 
habits earth, air or water, and to this 
diay no one knows why the king uf 
sh is foo enough to snatch ut the 
Gaudy lures which are cast across the 
pools above bis head, 

Take such a wel) known salmon fly 
Os the “silver doctor.” The feathers of 
five different birds are used to build it 
namely, those of the Indian crow, 
the blue jay, the pheasant, the turkey 
tind the pintail duck. Silver wire, yel- 
tow floss silk, sky blue hackle and 
Beurlet woul! are also necessary fur the 
tying of this fly. 

There is hardly any brilliantly plum. 
fyed bird kvown whose feathers ure 
hot tu demand for fly tying. Jungie 
fowl, blue chatterer, scarlet ibis, bus 
tard, swan, macaw, peacock, mallard, 
Indian roller, teal, wood duck, grouse, 
eagle and flovican ure only a few of 
those whose feuthers are stowed away 
fu the drawers of any fishing tackle 
manufacturer, ; 

You will also find gold and silver 
wire, gold nnd silver tinsel, silk of ev- 
ery color under the sun, chenille of 
many different hues, worsted, mohbaie 
and fur of a number of different ant- 
dials. 

There is an artificial gray gnat used 
for trout fishing which is made partly 
of mouse whisters and is in tonse- 
quence one of the wost expensive trout 
flies which you can purchase, 

Gaudy tiles for salmon fishing are no 
new Invention, Writing two and a haift 
centuries ago, Richard Franck suys: 

“Remember glways to carry your 
dubbing bug about with you, wherela 
ought to be silk of all sorts, thread, 
thrums, moccado ends and cruels of alt 
sizes and varieties of color, diversified 
and stained wool, with dogs’ and 
bears’ hair, besides twisted One threads 
of gold and silver, with feathers 
from"— And he goes on with a long 
Ust of birds of brilliant plumage. 

But even fue the noble salmon there 
@re many other baits used besides the 
fly. The must deadly is without doubt 
Galmon roe, the use of which is pro- 
hibited in almost every part of the 
elvilized world. The “gardener’s fan- 
cy”—in other words, the common lob- 
worm—is a first class salmon bait, and 
80 is prawn boiled to a delicate pink 
hue. On mogt good rivers these baits 
are of course filegal, 

Some wwlicve in anointing thelr baita 
with various strong smelling oils or un- 
guents, The above mentioned Rich- 
ard Franck did so, He advocates put- 
ting the worms into a lignum vitae bor 
which hns first been anointed with 
“the chymical oll of bays, sulphur, 
Barbados tur, ivy or cornu cervt.” 
Poor worms! One wonders how long 
they survived in such a horrible miz- 
ture. 

Trout will take a very wide variety 
of bait. <A grasshopper ts most kill- 
fing, and so ts a blue bottle set on a 
wall hook and used with a blow line. 

The roach Asher knows the virtue of 
dolled wea: The softened grains 
@re taken with eagerness by these fish, 
@#hile perch will go vigorously for a 
clump of dour and water dough. A 
perch has been taken by an angler who 
bad run short of bait with the eye of 
@ previous capture stuck upon the 
pa'nt of a hook, 

‘hames tishermen will tell you the 
virtues of cheese paste as a bait for 
chub, and these rather shy fish cae 
also be taken with a very ripe cherry 
fp which a hook is artfully conceased. 

Almost all fish have cannibal pro- 
pensities, 60 that the young of their 
Own species prove an irresistible bait 
dor the older and larger members. This 
is speciully true of trout, and many 
On angler has known of cases where a 
small Gish hooked has been seized be- 
fore it could be brought to land by e 
larger one of the same variety.— ly.
